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ſuch matters and thinges, as they ſhall Impꝛint role, ſtampe, oꝛ woꝛke, oꝛ ſhall vftcr, ſell, diſtri- 
bute, diſpole, publiſh abꝛoad, oꝛ diſperſe,contrarp to the ſaid Inhibition: the lame to be ſerzed vp⸗ 
pon and taken bythe laid ger ood and Thomas Symcocke, 02 kither of them their oz either of 
their Erecuto25, Adminiſtratoꝛs, Deputies, Factoꝛs oꝛ Aſſignes to and foꝛ their onely ble and 
vles, and vpon other paynes and penalties, in che ſaid Letters patents expꝛeſſed. And Where- 
as his Maieſty by the ſaid Letters patents, hath further mhibited all manner ot perſons during 
the laid tearme, from bꝛinging oꝛ unpoꝛting mto the ſaid RKealme of Eng/and oz Dommion of 
Wales, 02 any other his Maieſties Domi uons, oꝛ any other the partes beyond the Stas, any 
of the pꝛemiles afoꝛelaid except befozeercepted) oz put the ſane, oz any part thereof, ſo tranſpoꝛ⸗ 
ted (as afoꝛeſaid) to ſale, oꝛ to be vttered publiſhed oꝛ diſperſed within the laid Rea!me of t»g- 
land and Dominion of W ales, vpon paine of fozfeyture foꝛ euery ſuchj offence, to the vſe ofhis Ma⸗ 
ieſty his Heyꝛes and Succeſloꝛs, the ſumme of Foꝛty ſhillinges, ouer and beſides theſaid thmges 
impoꝛted oꝛ put to ſale as atoꝛeſaid contrary to the ſaid Letters patents, to bee Foꝛfeyted to the 
laid Roger ood and Thomas Symcocke their Executoꝛs, Adminiſtrato2s, Deputies, Factoꝛs and 
Allignes, and to ſeaʒe the lame to their owne vſe and vles. 

And whereas his Maieſty hath further by the laid Zetters patents, charged and commaun⸗ 
ded alwell the Maiſter, Kiryers, Wardens and Commonaltie, ofthe Art and myſterie of Sta- 
cioners ofthe Citty of bon ſon, as alſo all Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of the peace, Bayliffes 
and Conſtavles, and all other Officers. Miniſters, and Subiects whatſocuer, that they and 
euery of them ſhall at all tunes during the laid tearme (being thereuntoreguired) be apding and 
alſiſting vnto the ſaid Kocer Wood and Tomas Symcacke their Erecutors, admimſtratoꝛs Oepu⸗ 
tieg, Fattoꝛs and Allignes in the viewing, ſearching, finding out, leazing and takmg awar, of 
all inch matters, tinnges and premiſes, as (hall be Impemted, roled ſtamped wꝛought pub 
(Dd. oꝛ done, 02 95 bttered ſolde 02 impozted, into any part of the laid Dommions as afo2claid. 
contrary to the meaning of the ſaid Letters patents. 

And alſo to be ayding and aſſiſting as afozeſaid. in the taking leazing, carrying alvay, deka⸗ 
cing and making vuſerumceable, of all ſuch pꝛmting pꝛeſles Noling pꝛeſſes, Stampes and other 
Inſtruments, oꝛ thinges whatlocuer, which ſhall ber found to be vled in oꝛ about the unp2zinting, 
roling, ſtamping, Working oꝛ doing of any the pꝛemiſes contrary tothe true meanmg of the ſaid 
Letters patents and Decrea in th? Star chamber concerung puntmg. And hath allo inhbi⸗ 
ted that no perſon doe pꝛeſlume to Impꝛint woꝛke. Role. oꝛ ſtampe vpon both ſides of the paper oꝛ 
parthinent. oꝛ vtter, ſeil o2 diſpoſe of any the thinges afoꝛe mencioned, which haue not hereto- 
foꝛe bzne vſually pꝛinted vpon both ſides of paper oꝛ parchment oꝛ to vſe any other fraude oꝛ ſi⸗ 
niſter pꝛactile whatſoeuer tending tothe hinderance 02 pꝛeindice of the laid Roger //00d and Tho- 
mas Symcocke, their Exetutoꝛs admuuſtratoꝛs oꝛ Allignes, concerning the pꝛemiles, vpon payne 
of Foꝛfeyture of the lame.
